= Based on voluntary purchases
(contributions) from customers

= Contributions go into a pool that is
divided among producers once a year

= First year, with three producers, returns
were $1.50 per kWh

= This year, with 45 producers, returns
were 21 cents per KWh

= New state production incentive Is
adding to the returns for producers
